Bryan has criticized the prison In the past for lax 
security, 

"It is totally incomprehensible to me how this could 
have happened. The maximum spcurlty prison houses 
some of the most dangerous inmates In this country." 

He said the prison "is uhfortunalcly located in a 
primarily rcsldcnt lnl area of this cily wilh'famJIies
